The trial of Chief of Police Mathew 
Kiely on charges filed against him by 
the Board of Police Commissioners, is 
in progress in the Board roon: at Four 
Courts. It began this afternoon, despite 
the protests of Kiely, through his at- 
torneys, who asked for a continuance 
and attacked the authoricy of the Board 
to try the Chief. 

Attorney Saunders, for Chief Kiely, 
requested a continuance as soon as the 
cause was called. He said the attorneys 
had not had time to prepare, and be- 
sides there were undecided law points 
involved. 

President Stewart interposed that they 
were not concerned overmuch about the 
law points. It was facts that they 
wanted. 

Attorney Saunders said it was by no 
means certain that after the law points 
had been decided, it would be found that 
the board had any auihority to take 
evidence relatitve to the facts. 

‘Well, we will put it to a vote, 
President Stewart. 

The vote was taken and the request 
for a continuance was unanimously re- 
fubed. Attorney Saunders then read the 
specifications one by one and made ob- 
jéations to’ them. 

Hecause of the trial members of the 
Pboard and witnesses began arriving at 
Four Courts shortly after noon. 

President Stewart reached Four Courts 
it 1 o'clock and went to the boardroom. 
He summoned Inspector Laliy and sug- 
gested that it would be well to keep the 
corridors clear and gave directions tha! 
there was to be no smoking allowed in 
the boardroom on account of the ill- 
health of Commissioner Maroney. 

Commissioner Fristoe came next and 
then Commissioner Maroney came in a 
carriage, accompanied by Lieut. Mc- 
Donald and Gus Yore, of Circuit At- 
torney Sager’s office, the latter carry- 
ing a suit case filled with papers, among 
which, it was conjectured, was the 
famous little book of Ollie Roberts.

The particular point on which the per- 
jury charge was made was Jordan's de- 
nial on the stand that he had served a 
term of imprisonment at Huntsville, 
Tex. In his confession the District At- 
torney said today Jordan admitted that 
he did serve a term at Huntsville. 

Albert T. Patrick, the condemned 
murderer of William Marsh Rice, whose 
motion for a new trial is being heard 
before Recorder Goff, will not waive 
anything. His attorneys say they will 
rrotect his rights at every turn, which 
means that Patrick will not give his 
consent to ‘Fred’ House, his former 
lawyer, taking the stand and telling of 
the conversation they had in the Tombs 
before an indictment was found against 
Patrick.

Rivalry in the sheltering of i2 snow- 
bound girl students of Washington Uni- 
versity caused a hot snowball fight be- 
tween the young men occupying Tower 
and Liggett dormitories at the univer- 
sity. The combat was renewed Tuesday. 

The snowstorm sent most of the 50 
girl students of the university hurrying 
home early Monday, but a round dozen 
of them remained through class hours 
and found then that there was no way 
of returning to St. Louis or to the 
suburban towns where they lived. 

They congregated in Chancellor Chap- 
lin’s office, and were told.that they 
would be taken under the protection of 
Mrs. Chaplin and* Mrs. Gaston Douay, 
wife of the university professor of 
French.

The men of Section B heard of this 
arrangement and gallantly volunteered 
to carry the girls across the 400 yards of 
snowdrifts intervening. Led by Murray 
Carleton Jr. of the sophomore class 
and Fred English, a junior, some 15 
of the Section B men performed this 
task of university gallantry and hospi- 
tality. 

Faints Amid Drifts. 

The snowdrifts in some places were 
four or five feet deep and it was neces- 
sary for the young men, in pairs, to 
make chairs of their hands and thus 
carry the girl students through the 
snow. One of the latter, Miss Katherine 
Knight of Webster Groves, a member of 
the freshman class, fainted during the 
adventurous journey, and had to be 
carried to the dormitory by four young 
collegians, being revived after their ar- 
rival there. 

Encouraged by Mrs. Chaplin and Mrs. 
Douay from the windows of Section B 
dormitory, the university boys success- 
fully made the adventurous Alpine climb 
through the snowdrifts, carrying their 
young women classmates, and delivered 
them safely to the chaperonage of the 
two faculty ladies. A ringing cheer 
greeted the successful performance of 
the task. 

The Section B men were much elat- 
ed by their achievement, and sallied 
forth to return to the Administration 
But the Sec- 
tion A men, their traditional rivals 
and enemies, were jealous and had 
planned an ambuscade, surprising the 
others midway between the dormitory 
and the Administration Building, and 
opening fire on them with a_ broad- 
side of snowballs. Instantly the Sec- 
tion B men formed themselves into a 
hollow square to repel the attack and 
returned the snowball fire with 
greatest spirit 


Just as all this came to pass,

The two professors at first thought 
the snowball battle great fun, but final- 
ly Prof. Lovejoy's hat was knocked off 


by one of the projectiles and Prof. 
Chessin was struck in the mouth by 
another, and then the two professors re- 
solved themselves in a Hague inter- 
national peace tribunal and called the 
ee to a halt, terminating the 
ray. 

After dinner the battle was renewed, 
this time taking on the aspect of a 
fight between the upper and lower class- 
men. 

The seniors, juniors and sophomores 
captured 27 freshmen and taking them 
to where they could be seen by the 
snowbound girls from the dormitory 
windows, compelled them each to dive 
repeatedly into the deep snowdrifts. 

When this had been done a sufficient 
number of times to satisfy the triumph- 
ant upper class men, the lower class 
chaps were permitted to retire from the 
scene, covered with snow and in sorry 
plight. But there was something of re- 
venge left, for on their way to their 
own quarters they encountered upper 
classmen Walter Heimbucker and Terry 
Allen and, overpowering them, ducked 
them in the snowdrifts time and again. 

This ended the battling for the day, 
Later in the evening, after all had eaten 
in the university ‘“‘commons,”’ the Sec- 
tion B men telephoned to Mrs. Chaplin 
and asked if the girls might not call at 
their quarters. Mrs. Chaplin agreed to 
this, and chaperoned the girls. Coffee 
was served, and the entertainment closed 
with a dance. In the meantime the 
young women had telephoned to their 
homes, and sleeping quarters were fixed 
up for them under Mrs. Chaplin's direc- 
tion. They breakfasted at the university 
Tuesday morning and then went to their 
respective classes,

“The Waters-Pierce people put false 
labels on their oils for harvesters,” 
said Burrows. ‘The harvester people 
furnished the labels.’ 


HANGED_ DESPITE 
SLASHED. THROAT 


Santa Fe Deputies Had to Hold 
Unconscious Bleeding Man 
Upright on Trap. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SANTA FE, N. M., Feb. 27.—John 
Conley, sentenced to hang yesterday 
for the murder of James Redding and 
Charles Purdy a year ago, was 
seaffold unconscious 
and bleeding from severe gashes in 
his throat, inflicted by himself. in an 


attempt to commit. suicide, and _ so 
hanged. 

Conley was found yesterday morn- 
ing unconscious in his cell, slowly 
bleeding to death from wounds in his 
throat. inflicted upon himself. The 
untoward event was allowed in no 
way to interfere with the execution. 
He was dragged to the scaffold, 
where the guards held the limp body 
upright while the noose and hood 
were adjusted and then let the body 
slip through the trap. Conley slowly 
strangled to death. 

The wound at the throat stopped 
bleeding 10 minutes after the trap 
had been dropped, and five minutes 
later life was pronounced extinct. 

Conley was convicted by a jury, 11 
members otf which were Spanish- 
speaking. and had to follow the court 
proceedings only through an _inter- 
preter. An appeal to the Territorial 
Supreine Court was granted, but Con- 
ley being too poor to furnish a tran- 
script of the evidence, it was not re- 
viewed by the Court. Later the tran- 
script was furnished, but Gov. Hager- 
man refused a reprieve of 30 days, 
necessary to reopen the case.

Kneeling as if in prayer, Joseph Eise- 
lein, 56 years old, of Waterloo, Ill., was 
found dead in his room at the Wies 
Hotel, East St. Louis, Tuesday morn- 
ing.

It is supposed- that he was told that 
an operation would not help him. He 
returned to the hotel at 10:30 p. m. and 
went to his room and was not seen alive 


again. 

Four years ago he attempted to kill 
himself by taking rat poison. The body 
was taken to the Benner-Brichler 
morgue, where an inquest will be held. 
So far as is known, Eiselein had no rela- 
tives in this country.

MUST ALSO SHCW BOOKS 


“This Decision Paves the Way 


for the Actual Resumption 
of Inquiry, 


Attorney-General Hadley said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter in Jefferson City 
Tuesday that he would immediately ask 
the Supreme Court to fix the time and 
place when he shall take the testimony 
of officers of the Republic Oil Co., who 
refused to testify several months ago. 

He wiil also ask Judge Gildersleeve in 
New York to require H. H. Rogers to 
answer the questions which he declined 
to answer ‘“‘on advice of counsel.’’. 

Attorney-General Hadley said: 

“The Court decided that the order 
made last September by Judge Fox, un- 
der the anti-trust law, requiring C. L. 
Nichols and W. T. McKee, the presi- 
dent and secretary of the Republic Oil 
Co., to appear before Commissioner An- 
thony with the stock book of that com- 
pany, was a proper order, overruling the 
motion of the respondents’ counsel to set 
it aside. 

‘“Mhe Court also decided that the stat- 


wte under which this order was obtained } 


was constitutional. In refusing to set 
aside this order, the Court stated that 
evidence tending to show the common 
ownership of the stock of the Standard 
Oil, Waters-Pierce and Republic Oil 
companies was competent and material 
in this case under thé issues made by 
the pleadings. 
Effect Is Far-Reaching. 


“The general effect of the decision is 
to strengthen the power of the State in 
its right to require corporations doing 
business in this State to comply with 
the provisions of our statutes enacted 
for the purpose of requiring such cor- 
porations to disclose evidence as to 
whether they are or are not violatiing 
our laws. In this particular the decision 
is of general interest and marked im- 
portance as similar questions are before 
the courts of other states and the Su- 
preme Court of the United States for 
decision. . 

“If other courts follow the position 
taken by the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri in this decision, many of the evils 
that have existed in the organization 
and methods of large business, enter- 
prises can be more easily corrected. 

“The logical effect. ef the decision, in 
reference to the questions pending be- 


fore Judge Gildersieeve in New York, 


will, in my opinion, be to secure an 
order that H. H. Rogers and the other 
witnesses examined in New York shall 
answer the questions which they de- 
clined to answer under the advice of 
counsel.

Frank Hagerman, Missouri counsel 
for the Standard Oil Co., said Tuesday, 
according to dispatches from Kansas 
City, that an appeal was still possible, 
but that it would have to be made in 
the form of objections after questions 
had been asked and answered. ‘“‘But the 
Attorney-General has gained his point,” 
Mr. Hagerman remarked.

“Between the time of this agree- 
ment and the day for the election, a 
number of prominent citizens of St. 
Louis organized a nonpartisan move- 
ment, composed of delegates from the 
various business and civic organiza- 
tions, the Merchants’ Exchange, the 
Manufacturers’ Association, the Me- 
chanics’ Exchange, the Board of 
Trade, the Citizens’ Committee and 
the Tax Payers’ League. These rep- 
resentatives met and determined upon 
a nonpartisan ticket and published an 
address to the voters of St. Louis. The 
following named gentlemen composed 
the ticket: James O. Broadhead, M. 
Dwight Collier, August Krieckhaus, 
Silas Bent, Frank H. Lutkewitte, 
George Penn, David H. Armstrong, 
Michael Phelan, Samuel Reber, Geo.

The car’ reached Skinker road a mile 
west of the St. Louis terminus at 1 p. 
m. There the road was impassable be- 
cause of drifts, and the car was re- 
versed, reaching De Baliviere avenue at 
3 o'clock. 

A sweeper was then sent on in front 
of the car. Three times the sweeper 
left the rails. When it was found that 
the road could not be opened in this 
way the car again ran back to the ter- 
minus and a wrecker was sent to re- 
move the obstructing sweeper. 

The car made a third start and this 

time reached Skinker road and poked 
its nose into the drift. There it re- 
mained for the night. 
._Early Tuesday morning a force of men 
Went to work shoveling the snow from 
the track, and at 5 a. m. the car was 
under way.

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—Astounding 


disclosures are contained in a report of 
the joint examination of the New York 
Life Insurance Co., made by the Insur- 
ance Commissioners of Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Wisconsin, Nebraska and Minne- 
sota. 

An affidavit made by Edmund D. 
Randolph, treasurer of the New York 
Life, on Feb. 19, which was Monday of 
last week, contains an amazing admis- 
sion. The following question was put to 
Mr. Randolph: 

“Has tne company at any time in the 
past loaned uny of its nontaxable se- 
curities to any bank, corporation or 
person for the purpose of enabling the 
borrower to avoid taxation or for any 
other purpose?’’ 

Mr. Randolph made this answer: 

“The First National Bank of New 
York, from Oct. 13, 1902, to June 2, 1904, 
borrowed from the company New York 
City bonds and bonds of the State of 
Massachusetts, aggregating $5,100,000, 
and, as security for their return, de- 
posited with the company satisfactory 
collateral which it at all times keeps 
good. T'hese bonds under a special rul- 
ing made by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury of the United States, were lodged 
with the Treasurer of the United States 
in trust for the First National Bank of 
New York, to enable the bank to re- 
celve additional Government deposits. 
The transaction was finally closed on 
June 2, 1904, all of said bonds having 
been returned to the company. 

‘“‘As consideration for the loan of said 
bonds, the bank paid the company, $70,- 
742.23, the company itself also meantime 
collecting directly and retaining as its 
own, all the interest the bonds by their 
terms bore, as the interest accrued, the 
bonds having continued meanwhile to 
‘stand registered in the name of this 
company.”’ 

Officer’s Name Withheld. 

In other words, to get deposits of 
United States Government money, the 
First National Bank borrowed property 
belonging to the New York Life and put 
it into pawn with the Treasurer of the 
United States to secure money ad- 
vanced. The affidavit made by Treas- 
urer Randolph does not disclose the 
identity of the officer of the New York 
Life who permitted this extraordinary 
arrangement to be made. 

The First National Bank is known in 
Wall street as J. Pierpont Morgan’s 
bank. Geo. W. Perkins, the partner of 
Mr. Morgan, at the time of this trans- 
action, was vice-president of the New 
York Life and chief director of all its 
financial operations. Geo. F. Baker is 
the presigent of the First National 
Bank and has intimate financial deal- 
ings with Mr. Morgan's firm. No hint 
of this First National Bank transaction 
was allowed to come out during the in- 
vestigation made by the Armstrong 
committee. 

The affidavit made by Mr. Randolph 
also deals with the loan to the Central 
National Bank of $700,000 of New York 


City bonds, owned by the New York 
Life. These bonds were loaned on Jan. 
5, 1900, and returned four days later. 
Mr. Randolph says that when this 
transaction was made he was not treas-

Margherita of Italy May Post- 
pone Visit to United 
States. 


ACTIVE IN TWO CITIES 





Secret Service Men Watch Pat- 
erson, N. J., and Spring- 
field, Ill. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—The proposed 
Visit of the Queen Dowager Marghe- 
rita of Italy on an automobile trip to 
this country may possibly be deferred 
on account of certain anarchist meet- 
ings held recently in this and neigh- 
boring cities. 

It was learned from a man who is in 
touch with diplomatic circles in this 
country and in Europe, that as soon 
as the news of Queen Margherita’s 
proposed visit was published, activity 
was noticed in anarchistic societies in 
Paterson, N, J., and Springfield, 111. 

Information regarding the meetings 
held by these anarchists had been 
communicated to the Italian Consul 
in New York. So far as can ‘be 
learned the anarchists did not advo- 
cate any harsh measures against the 
Queen Dowager, but it was thought 
that a great quantity of offensive 
pamphlets might be scattered all 
over the country. 

The only grievance against Queen 
Margherita that the anarchists could 
nave is that she is the widow of King 
Humbert, who was not particularly 
loved by the anarchists. It may be 
said On authority that if the Queen 
Dowager should come to New York 
some of the best officers in the secret 
service of Italy will be sent here to 
assist the detectives in the pay of the 
Italian Consulate of New York. 

The Queen Dowager will come to 
New York incognito, if she comes this 
| spring, and her name on the passen- 
| Ser list will be Countess of Monca- 
_lieri. Moncalieri is a reyal castle

AAILWAYS. FINED 
UNDER TRUST LAW 


Texas Penalizes Roads and Ex- 
press Companies for Stifling 
Competition. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 27.—According to 
a decision of the Supreme Court, the Pa- 
cific. United States, the American and 
Weils-Fargo Express companies, and 30 
of the principal railroads of the State 
will have to pay to this State $5,260,000 
of penalty for alleged violations of ‘the 
anti-trust iaw, which forbids agreements 


or contracts in restraint of trade to 
stifle competition. 

It is laid down in this decision that the 
contract which the American Express 
Co. had with the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railroad to operate over its lines 
in Texas excluded all other express com- 
panies from operating over that road, 
and that the express company and rail- 
road company are both gullty of violat- 
ing the Texas anti-trust act and each 
shall pay to the State penalties at the 
rate of %0 a day from March 31, 13, 
and up to the time of the fiyal termina- 
tion of the suit. 

There are 48 other similar suits pend- 
ing in the court here and penalties are 
running against all of the defeniants. 
The case wili be appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

it is expected that the effect cf this 
decision will be to drive all of the ex- 
press companies out of business in Tex- 
as. Ex-Gov. Hogg is already organizing 
an independent express company to take 
their places.

Henry Rustin, Designer of Mag- 
nificent St. Louis [lumina- 
tion, Passes Away. 











End Comes at Florence, Neb.— 
Stricken Before Exposition 
' Opened. 


Henry Rustin, who conceived and de- 
signed the general electric illumination 
of the World's Fair, is dead. Informa- 
tion was received Tuesday in St. Louis 
that he died Monday at Omaha from 
lung trouble. 

The diseases which caused his death 
developed before the pageant of light 
which he had planned had been com- 
pleted. He worked so hard as chief 
electrical and mechanical engineer of 
the Exposition that he broke down and 
was compelled to surrender his task 
other hands. The work was, however, 
carried out along the lines that he had 
planned. 

His physicians ordered him away 
from St. Louis. He went to Colorado 
and from there to Saranac Lake. N. Y.. 
to try the open-air cure. Then he went 
to his home in Omaha and later tried 
Arizona. 

It was not thought that he would be 


World's Fair illumination. his greatest 
achievement, but his health improved 
somewhat and his longing ito see the 
lights of the Exposition became _ so 
strong that he came back toward the 
close of the Fair and feasted his eye 
on the spectacle he had created. 


Teok Cold Dedication Day. 


The decline of Rustin’s health dated 
from dedication day. He contracted a 
severe cold. He was in an impaired 
physical condition, due to overwork. In 


spite of his cold he continued to work 
is hours out of 24, sleeping in a dormi- 
tory on the Fair grounds and exerting 
himself with might and main in the 
creation of the greatest electrical dis- 
play the world had seen. He had de- 
Signed the illumination of the Omaha 
und Buffalo expositions, and wanted the 
St. Louis illumination to be the crown- 
ing achievement of his life. 

Although de was only 35 
the work done by him at three great ex- 
positions gave him a foremost place 
among American electrical and engi- 
neering experts. Ile not only designed 
the general illumiation fatures of the 
Fair, but had charge of the arrange- 
ments for the illumination of the build- 
ings and designed many of the effects 
for the Pike. He also @irected the in- 
stallation of the power planis, whied 
generated the’ electricity needed for 
lightin purposes.

When she had 
seen the last of the three safe at home 
she had lost her own bearings. Her 
feet and hands were numb with cold 
and her strength was fast leaving her. 
The north wind cut the tender skin of 
her fact and a thousand needles pricked 
her ears. 

She had stopped, bewildered and ex- 
hausted, when a man came pushing 
his way through the snow. She could 
not tell him where she lived. 

Taking her in his arms he carried 
her three blocks to the home of Wal- 
ter Droit’ at 3300 Market avenue, 
where he left her and went on. his 
way, an unknown hero.

Gov. Folk will take no action in St. 
Louis County at present, as a result of 
the Supreme Court’s decision that the 
St. Louis police have no authority to 
make arrests outside the city limits, 

This decision was handed down Mon- 
day. The court refused to issue an 
injunction asked by the Police Board to 
prevent Justice Stobie and Constable 
Fred Lenz of the county from prosecut- 
ing Capt. McNamee of the Mounted Po- 
lice District and other St. Louis police- 
men, who, under the Governor's orders, 
suppressed gambling at Delmar race- 
track, in the county, and also enforced 
the Sunday-closing law there. Several 
warrants were issued for Capt. McNa- 
mee, but he refused to submit to arrest 
pending the Supreme Court's decision. 

Gov. Folk declined to discuss the Su- 
preme Court's decision. He said to 
Post-Dispatch reporter at Jefferson 
City: 

“I shall do everything in my power to 
enforce the laws. It is of course al- 
ways easier for an executive offieer to 
find excuse for not suppressing outlawry 
than it is to find a way to do it. 

“I do not propose to have outlaws op- 
—— in this State without interference 
; if I can help it, and shall, when occa- 
sion demands, use every power at my 
command to put a stop to it.

“For the present | shail assume that 
the officials of St. Louis County will do 
their duty. If they do not, then I shail 
do the best I can to uphold the dignity 
of the laws of the State. If there be 
doubts I should prefer to resolve them 
in favor of putting thugs and gamblers 
out of business than doing nothing 
through a timid fear. I have not much 
reverence for the Sacredness of the 
rights of those engaged in lawlessness.’’

| Five Judges concurred in the minority 
lopinion denying an injunction. 
In the opinion of the majority of the 
‘Court, as told in late editions of Mon- 
‘day's Post-Dispatch, the metropolitan 
police force was created for the city of 
St. Louis, and is, in fact, as well as 
in naine, a municipal police department, 
having the right to act only within the 
city limits of St. Louis. 

Judge Fox delivered this opinion, 
which is concurred in by Judges Gantt, 
Purgess, Brace and Lamm. 

Justice Stonie said Tuesday that he 
would summon Capt. McNamee for 
trial on the charges of unlawfully in- 
terferine with the authorities of St. 
outs County—charges which 
nreferred against the Mounted 
trict Captain last summer.

Prosecuting Attorney R. L. Johnston 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter at 
Clayton Tuesday: 

‘‘We have always resented the send- 
ing of the metropolitan police to patrol 
the county.

FOUR INTERESTING DECISIONS. 

The State Supreme Court announced: four inter- 
esting decisions Monday. 

The most important was the decision that wit- 
nesses in the Standard Oil case must answer ques- 
tions concerning the ownership of stock. As the 
New York Court intimated that it would follow the 
decision of the Missouri Court in determining wheth- 
er or not Hl. H. Rogers would be compelled to answer 
Attorney-General Hadley’s questions, this will enable 
the Attorney-General to get the information he 
wants about the ownership of stock in oil compa- 
nies alleged to be controlled by Standard Oil men. 
It removes the last subterfuge of the Standard Oil 
monopolists and is a signal victory for law. 

The decision that the police of the city cannot be 
used in the county will probably result in emphasiz- 
ing the Sunday law farce. With the lid on in St. 
Louis because the Governor controls the police, and 
off across the boundary line in the county, where the 
overwhelming sentiment of the people against Sun- 
day closing controls the county officers, we shall 
have a conspicuous example of the futility of trying 
to regulate the personal conduct of the people in 
matters not in themselves criminal.

CHIVALRY AND WOMEN CRIMINALS

STORY is told of a 





A man who murdered 
his father and mother 
and when tried appealed to 
court for mercy on the plea 
that he was an orphan. 

This is supposed to be 
humor of a grotesque sort 
But a year ago the spectacle 
was presented to us of a de- 
graded woman on trial fo: 
her life making capital out 
of the daily presence i 
court of a white-haired fath- 
er bowed to earth by he 
shame. And today another wilted lily 
exploits similarly a mother’s love that 
the blind eyes of justice may drop ab- 
solving tears into the black ooze of the 
underworld. 

That one of these women is free, that 
the other will be, doesn’t matter. More 
good would be accomplished probably 
by letting them go absolutely unpun- 
ished than by the public contamination 
that must result from the general dis- 
cussion of their offenses and their lives. 
It is the masculine acceptance of femi- 
nine unaccountability for crime that is 
the disheartening feature of these trials 
of women with their sordid details, their 
gallery plays, their inevitable, slushy 
acquittal. 

Instead of being a triumph for wom- 
ankind that the only woman ever exe- 
cuted in New York was old and ugly 
and perfectly respectable and probably 
crazy, it is a sad commentary on the 
minds and motives of jurymen. Justice, 
according to settled symbolism, is a 
woman with calm, pale forehead and 
blind, patient eyes. But New York jus- 


tice, where women are con- 
cerned, is a little, round, 
red-faced man with one good 
eye for a ‘‘gow-goo"”’ and the 
other aripping tears of 
maudin sentiment on the 
Soiled linen of the bedraggled 
sisterhood. 

It is not the fact of ac- 
quittal, but the motive, the 
reason, in these cases that 
women quarrel with. We 
would probably acquit them 
ourselves. But why make 
them heroines of romance? 
Why have the fungi of- moral sub-cel- 
lars offered up in the guise of the tend- 
er buds of family affection to jurymen 
as boutonpnieres? 

When Nan Patterson -was on trial I 
like a great many other foolish wom- 
en, was wrought up to a state of hys- 
terical sympathy with her. I went ‘up 
to the court one day and recognized in 
onc of the jurymen a middle-ageqd man 
I had «ften seen dining with his wife 
in an uptown restaurant and who was 
noticeably impressed by any pretty 
woman that came in the room. Ags soon 
as I saw him I knew that “Nan.” with 
her round, white throat and baby-blue 
eyes, was perfectly safe. I never doubt. 
ed her ultimate freedom an instant. 
And, sure enough, he was one of the 
six who voted for her acquittal. It 
seems rather ungracious for women to 
clamor for justice when they are ac- 
corded chivalrous mercy. But chivalrv 
is so humiliating, and I believe I’a rath- 
er be hanged at the State's expense 
than acquitted at my own.

New Use for Soda. 

Soda added to Boston baked beans 
will increase thelr digestibility. It may 
be added with molasses and a little 
mustard when the beans are put in the 
pot for the baking. A more satisfac- 
tory way, however, is to add the soda 
to the water in whicn the beans are 
parboiled. Drain off this water, add 
fresh water and then boil till done. 


A Few Choice Recipes. 


CREAM COOKIES.—One and _  one- 
half cups thick sour cream, one-half 
cup buttermilk or sour milk, two cups 
sugar, two teaspoons soda, a pinch of 
salt, flour to thicken enough to roll. 
Before adding flour take out half or 
one-third of above mixture, add two ta- 
blespoons cocoa and flour,and you have 
two kinds chocolate and cream cookies. 

CORN CHOWDER.—Take three or 
four thin slices of fat salt pork and put 
in stewpan, pare two medium-sized 
onions, slice thin and fry in pork until 
about one-half done. Pour in one quart 
of water (boiling), pare four or five po- 
tatoes (if small put in more), let boil 
until nearly done. Open a can of corn 
and put in with potatoes, season with 
sait and pepper. When done add one 
quare of milk, thicken a little, or split 
three or four crackers dipped in cold 
water and put themin. Serve hot. 


GELATINE PUDDING.—One ounce 
of gelatine, pour on one pint of boiling 
water, one cup of sugar, the whites of 
two eggs, flavor, beat it one hour. 
Sauce—One pint of milk, the yolks of 
two eggs. one-half cup of sugar, one 
heaping tablespoon of cornstarch. Pour 
on a little cold milk, then boil a pint of 
milk and pour on,

Bernhardt’s Hard-to-Follow Advice 
on Studying fer the Stage. 
| WROTE, some time back, that 

there is no end to the work of 

studying for the stage, and it Is 
so,’ says Sara Bernhardt in the March 
Success. 

“There :s much to learn, and many, 
many books must be read. The student 
Should read first, of course, the dra- 
matists of his own language, then those 
of other countries. Always he should 
read with understanding and with the 
object of learning something. Super- 
ficial reading of anything that is not in 
itself superficial is a waste of time. A 
dramatic student must study as she 
reads, must learn the history of every 
country in order to be abie to portray 
historical characters with accuracy, 
and must be conversant with the great 
literature of all lands in order fully 
to understand the thoughts and feel- 
ings of those she impersonates, 


“The wider the knowledge of the wom- 
an, the greater the ability of the ac- 
tress. If one has an aptitude for one 
of the arts or aciences, by all means 
she should study that art or science, To 
learn as much as possible of every- 
thing should be the chief aim of a dra- 
matic scholar, for all arts, all profes- 
sions, all trades, and all conditions of 
life have their bearing on the art ot 





acting. There is no limit to the number 
and variety of the subjects th may 
be studied with advantage, and one 
never reaches a point where constant 
study ceases to be a necessity. 
“Purposely, I have avoided until now 
mentioning one thing that is extremely 
important. It is not a thing that can 
be studied; it i# not even something 
that can be defined. In the dramatic 
profession, however, it counts, possi- 
bly, more than in any other occupation.

In spite of an unexpected snowstorm 
of blizzard proportions, a brilliant so- 
ciety audience crowded the Olympic to 
the doors Monday night, eager to see 
Mr. John Drew as De Lancey, and 
curious to see Mr. Menifee Johnstone 
as ‘‘Dave”’ Francis, or ‘“‘Daye’ Marple.

Miss Kate Meek, 
too, as De Lancey’s Aunt Ruth, gave a 
pleasant bit of high-class character por- 
trayal, and other figures in the cast 
were made distinct and vital. 

Undoubtedly, the part of ‘Dave’ 
Marple of Missouri was intended by 
Playwright Thomas as a dramatization 
of David R. Francis of St. Louls. He 
is presented as the head of the St. 
Louis Exposition of 1904, a certain phase 
of the story’s plot hinges upon his per- 
mitting the secret removal of an ex- 
hibit of Hotchkiss cannon from. their 
place on the World’s Fair grounds, and 
he speaks of the Exposition as “my 
Fair’’—but what a ferocious, blood- 
thirsty sort of ‘‘Dave”’ Francis he is! 
The first we hear of him he’s on his 
way to New York with a threat of 
killing De Lancey for trifling with Jac- 
queline Marple’s young affections, and 
when he appears before us he's almost 
as abrupt and truculent as the Bad 
Man from Bitter Creek, and all through 
the rest of the story, until just before 
the final curtain, he’s ready to shed 
gore at the drop of a hat. Now, who- 
ever saw such a “Dave” Francis in 8t. 
Louis before? But Mr. Johnstone does 
the best he can with ‘“‘Dave'’ Marple, 
and the only thing we can do is just 
to accept the part as Playwright 
Thomas’ idea of Mr. Francis and let it 
Zo at that. 

Last night's audience liked the new 
comedy vastly and seemed to think it 
had never seen Mr. Drew better cast. 
‘The performance tonight ts for the ben- 
efit of the German General Protestant 
Orphans’ Home, and a house filled to 
overflowing is the promise of the pres- 
ent situation.

Another Convention of Mine 
Workers to Be Called for 
March 15. 


PLACE NOT YET CHOSEN 








President, Writing to John 
Mitchell, Expresses Great 
Concern at Situation. 





URGES FURTHER EFFORT 


Miners Will Meet Again and 
Operators Express Approval 
of the Plan. 





NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—-As8 a result of 
the intervention for the second time in 
history, of President Roosevelt to bring 
about an agreement between coal min- 
ers and operators, another convention 
‘of the United Mine Workers will be 
held March 15 in an effort to prevent 
the strike, which without another con- 
vention must take place April l. Pres- 
ident Reosevelt has written a letter to 
President John Mitchell of the Mine 
Werkers, on the situation. The letter 
is as ‘follows: 


The President's Letter. 


“White House, Washington, Feb. 
Sir: I note with very great concern the 
failure of your late convention on the 
joint interstate agreement to come to a 


basis of settlement on the bituminous 
mining scale of wages. You, in this 
business, have enjoyed a _e great in- 
dustrial peace for many years, thanks 
to the joint-trade agreement’ that has 
resulted in the action of your successive 
conventicns. 

“A strike such as is threatened on 
April 1 is a menace to the peace and 
general welfare of the country. I urge 
you to make a further effort to avojd 
such a calamity. 

“You and Mr. Robbins are joint chair- 
men of the Trade Agreement Committee 
of the National Civic Federation, and it 
seems to me that this imposes additional 
duty upon you both, and gives an ad- 
ditienal reason why each of you should 
join in making a further effort. Very 
respectfully . 

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 

This letter was made public by Mitch- 
ell after a long conference with Francis 
L. Robbins, president of the Pittsburg 
Coal Co., and chairman of the bitumin- 
cus operators, who came to New York 
this morning.

Randolph Smith, president of the Il- 
linois Coal Operators’ Association, de- 
nies the assertion made by Vice-Presi- 
dent Lewis of the United Mine Work- 
ers that the operators have consented 
to grant an advance of 5.5 per cent in 
miners’ wages as a compromise from 
the 12.5 per cent asked by the miners. 

“As president of the Illinois Coal 
Qperators’ Association,’’ he says, “T can 
state positively that neither our asso- 
ciation and executive board, nor its of- 
ficers have made any overtures to the 


miners’ organiation. No proposition can 
be submitted unless it comes from the 
association. The statement made by 
Mr. Lewis is evidently a shrewd and 
diplomatic trick, and is intended to 
prevent large consumers from laying 
in a supply of coal, believing that there- 
by a scearcity of coal will be created on 
April 1, and thus compelling the opera- 
tors to settle. 

“The statement of Mr. Lewis is at 
variance with that made by Mr. John 
Mitchell, president of the National 
United Mine Workers; Mr. Frank L. 
Robbins of Pittsburg and Mr. Colsen of 
Indiana, president of the Coal Operators’

emphatically the statement made by 
Mr. Lewis, that the operators have 
made any overtures to the miners.

NEW MADRID, Mo., Feb. 26.—Dis- 
guised as a hunter and mingling with 
the hunters in their camps, Deputy 


Game Warden E. C. Higgins of War- 
1rensburg has gathered evidence of vio- 
lation of the Walmsley game law 
against a number of prominent citizens 
of New Madrid County. Information 
was filed today by Prosecuting Attor- 
ney.I.. S. Rutledge against 14 prominent 
citizens for killing deer out of season, 
on the evidence gathered by Higgins. 

Higgins spent two weeks in the 
swamps of New Madrid County in and 
around Parma, Gideon and Clarkton. 

At Paw Paw, Deputy Higgins found 
a party of five which had made a 
drive, cra eight does. The law pro- 
hibits the killing of does at any season 
o{ the year. The deer were hemmed in 
in the swamp on the ice and were killed 
uninercifully, as they were heipless. 
At Parma a prominent citizen was 
found with live deer in his possession, 
which were confiscated and turned loose 
in the swamps, as provided by law. 


Venison Alias Young Veal. 


In cold storage a quantity of dressed 
deer meat was found on sale and being 
served in the hotels as young veal. 

This is the first arrest in this county 
under the Walmsley game law, and it 
has caused considerable excitement. 

New Madrid County has always been: 
considered the hunters’ paradise, as, 
hunters would come here from all. over 
the State, as well as from Illinois, kill- 
ing and slaughtering the game unmerci- 
fully.

Candidacy for Congress His 
Tutor’s Joke, He Mod- 
estly Says. 


Theron Catlin of 19 Vandeventer place, 
son of a niillionaire father, is going to 
learn the game of politics. H. C. Gren- 
ner, committeeman from the Twenty- 
first Ward, and workers under him, are 
to be Mr. Catlin’s teachers. 
him, are to be Mr. Catlin’s teachers. 

At the first political meeting Mr. Cat- 
lin ever attended, three weeks ago, he 
was chosen a precinct committeeman, 
and on the heels of that honor was 
‘‘mentioned’’ as a candidate for Con- 
gress in the Eleventh District. Mr. 
Grenner—in fun, Mr. Catlin says—made 
the announcement of his candidacy, but 
Mr. Catlin is taking the trouble to deny 
any intention of running for the office. 

The welfare of the Republican party, 
Mr. Catlin believes, can be left to his 
older neighbors in Vandeyenter place— 
R. C. Kereus and Thomas K. Niedring- 
haus. He is willing, he says, to do 
what he can for the Republican inter- 
ests, short of running for Congress. 

“Tt want to learn politics, and I have 
takon some part in the preliminaries of 
the campaign.” he said to a Post-Dis- 
putch ‘reporter, “‘but I am not vain 
enough to attempt the big step from 
private life to congressional honors. I 
want to start at the bottom. Member- 
ship in the House of Delegates or City 
Council would be more than my experi- 
ence or my services now would war- 
rant. 1 am just a precinct committee- 
mat. with a wish to learn the game of 

olitics—in a good sense—and do what 
i ean for the success of my party. 

‘“T have told Mr. Grenner of my wish, 
and he made the announcement of my 
candidacy for Congress just to intro- 
duce me, as it were. 

“YT am sure Mr. Grenner was not se- 
rious when he told the public of my 
probable selection as the nominee in 
the Eleventh District, and I am sure ] 
didn't father that idea. 

‘All my friends have been joking 
about that story. They have been ask 
ing me why I didn’t take a few of the 
intermediate places between private life 
and a seat in Congress. That's a nat- 
ural query. I’ have asked myself the 
same, and I have answered that I don't 
believe it would be good form for me to 
ask any thing now. 

‘? haven’t even made a speech at a 
meeting yet, and Congressmen are ex- 
pected to be orators. Really, don’t you 
know, this talk of Congress for me or 
me for Congress is a joke. That is, just 
at this time. When I have learned 
more of politics, maybe I might take 
or seek a nomination. And, then, again, 
perhaps when I krow more of the game 
1 shouldn't want a nomination.’

Rockefeller and other Standard Oil 
magnates were thrown into a burning 
vat of oil and later consigned to the 
fires of Hades last night at Germania 
Hall. This occurred. during the present- 
ation of Dante’s ‘Inferno’ by the Ger- 
mania Turnverein Society. 

Bald and walking infirmly, E. 
Doerschner, who impersonated Rocke- 
feller, was cast into the vat by Satan, 
represented by C. F. Wetzel. The mag- 
nates were then thrown into a seeth- 
ing furnace. The Darktown fire brigade 
entered with seltzer siphons and extin- 
guished the flames after the magnates 
had been burned to a crisp. Six hun- 
dred .persons witnessed the play.

Wrestling is a splendid and, when they are going hard, a most exciting 
sport. There is no good reason why it should not closely approach boxing in 
popularity. The fact that wrestlers have allowed people to imagine that ev- 
erything is ‘‘fixed’’ is responsible for the low ebb to which the mat has been 


brought. 

There is a very good chance to establish wrestling on a sound basis in St. 
Louis. A good match between clever and well-matcheq men, wrestled on the 
square, will do it in a short time. . 

The proposed Gotch-Donelson match looks like a good one. Gotch is pretty 
close to being the American champion. He has the look of an honest and de- 
termined man. Donelson seems to be an honest, well-meaning Swede. Good 
judges, like Sergt. Renz, Baptiste and Douglas, who have wrestled with him, 
say that he is skilled in the most up-to-date tricks of the wrestler. He certain- 
ly is big enough to tackle any man alive. Personally, he impresses one favor- 
ably with his honesty.
